By Jan, 1, 1915, or thereabout, 
all the foreign banks formerly 
operating in Tsingtao, with the 
exception af the Deutsch-Asia- 
tische Bank, had reopened their 
doors, .namely, the Hong- 
kong and Shanghai 
ing Oorporation, the Obartered 
Bank of India, Austratia, and 
China, the Russo-Asistic Bank, 
and the Yokohama Specie Bank. 
Bat trade is at a atandetill, and 
these inatitations have been for 
the most part engaged in reclaim- 
ing stranded cargo on which they 
had acquired a tien through the 
advance of money on shipping 
dcouments. This operation is 
about concluded, and at least two 
of the banks are considering 
either closing thoir Tsingtao 
branoh or cutting down the esta- 
blishment. All the banks now 
engage in every variety of bank- 
ing business not suspended by 
Huropeun war. 


When tho Japanese forces cap- 
tured Tsingtau there was pro- 
bably sbout $35,000 Mexican, 
say, $15,000 gold, in subsidiary 
German coinage in circulation 
there, not including 5 great deal 
that waa thrown into the bay, snd 
about $760,000 Moxicav, say, 
$300,000 gold, in notes of the 
Doutach-Asiatisohe Bank. The 
Yokohama Specie Bank and the 
Hongkong ond Shanghai Bank 
came to an agreement to support 
these notes, and I have been in- 
formed that they sre now of 
higher value.thon the Yokohama 
Bpecio Bank ‘notes,.

Later the 
notes of the Yokohsina Specie 
Bauk were made legal cur- 
rency, together with war notes, 
in the payment of taxes, etd. 
When hordes of small traders 
came here from Japan, bowever, 
they knew bow much their goods 
wero worth in Japanese gold 
currency and cherged in gold, 
accepting silver curreucy only at 
arate determined by themselves, 
The authorities ordered that all 
prices should be fixed in silver, 
namely, in war notes, but so far 
from thia order being observed, 
war notes were sometimes refused 
acosptance in Japanese shops. At 
the present time German, Chinese, 
and Japanese ailver subsidiary 
currency all are in circulatien ; 
also Japanese, gold currency 
Moxican dollar notes of local 
banks, silver dollsra of different 
yorieties, and war notes. Accord- 
ing to the official rates of exchange 
published on April 7, 1915, the 
silver yen 1 equala gold yen 082, 
or $] Mexican, or, incopper conts, 
135 pieces (Qhinese). The silver 
yen war note therefore equals, at 
tho Government rate of exchange 
for the quarter (0'394), §0°408 
gold (United States). 


Security of Property Rights. 


There has been no disposition 
on the partofthe Japanese military 
authorities to interfere, through 
process of military law, with the 
private rights of noncombatants, 
bat all Government property, and 
quasi Goveramect property, sach 
as houses built with the aid of 
Government loans, has been con- 
fiacated. So has some private 
property that ia alleged to bave 
been used by the Germana for 
military purposes. The moat 
notable instance of thia was the 
confiscation of between one and 
two hundred thonsand cases of 
keroreno belonging to an Ameri- 
esn firm, which was seized on the 
pretext that its removal from the
